prevent Shas from resigning from 
the coalition. 

Vice-Premier Yitzhak Shamir cal- 
led Peres from Venezuela over the 
weekend on Shas" behaif. 

Peres, it was learned, did not 
intend to discuss the details of the 
negotiations over the division of the 
interior and Religious Affairs Minis- 
tries with the council, but to make a 


general statement concerning the . 


importance of the national unity 
government. 

Peres also intended to promise 
that Shas" status would not be 
eroded, nor would the interests of 
the ultra-Orthodox Sephardi com- 
munities. 

The meeting was set for such a late 
hour because council head, Rabbi 
Ovadia Yosef, gives a Talmud lesson 
after the Sabbath at the Yeshiva and 
could only see Peres afterwards. 


Shas sources said that if Peres had 
nothing new to offer them, there was 
no point in his meeting with the 
council, which had ruled that Shas 
must withdraw from the coalition. 

Negotiations with Shas over the 
Interior Ministry broke down last 
week following Shas’ demand to 
have a deputy-housing minister 
appointed from its ranks -- as prom- 
ised by the Likud ~ as a condition to

Prime Minister Peres at last night’s 11 o’clock meeting with former 


agreeing to changes made in the 
Interior Ministry, 

Since Shamir is abroad, the matter 
could not be approved immediately 
and Shas leader Rabbi Yitzhak 
Peretz announced his resignation, 
His letter of resignation, to be pre- 
sented the cabinet today, will take 
effect 48 hours later. 

After Peretz announced his res- 
ignation. he said that Shas would 
only be persuaded to stay in the 
government if it received either the 
Interior or Religious Affairs Minis- 
uy an its entirery, with no changes 
made. 


At around midnight, after the 
hour-long meeting, Peres 
emerged suying he expected an 
answer from Shas during the 
night. 

Minister without Portfolio Yit- 
zhak Peretz said there is goodwill 
on both sides and that therefore 
he was optimistic. 

Only two of the four members 
of the Rabbinical Council were 
present — rabbis Ovadia Yosef 
and Shlomo Cohen. 


Shamir called Peres and stressed 
the importance of keeping the coali- 
tion agreement with Shas. Shamir 
pressed Peres to give Shas a “whole™ 
ministry , without any changes. 

At the demand of the National 
Religious Party all the religious func- 
tions of the Interior Ministry were 
transferred to the Religious Affairs

South Lebanese protest 
Israeli security dragne

METULLA. - South Lebanon's 
Moslems and Christians joined 
forces vesterday in ἃ general strike to 
Protest against an Israeli security 
Operation in which a number of 
people were killed, injured or de- 
tained, Lebanese security sources 
said. 

Lebanon’s ambassador to the UN 
protested to the UN secretary- 
general against the operation. saying 
four people had died and tens had 
been wounded in raids Thursday on 
nine South Lebanese villages. 

Shops, schools and businesses 
were shut yesterday with the strike 
reported to be total in Shivite vil- 
lages, in response to a call by Nabih 
Berri. leader of the Shi'ite Amal 
militia, and Lebanese minister of 
State for the south. 

IDF and South Lebanese Army 
units were stationed outside the 
Striking villages. but deliberately did 
Not enter in order to avoid provoking 
More serious disturbances. In the 
Shi'ite villages of Marake. Yanuah 
and Dir Zafta, villagers set up stone 
barricades in the streets and burned 
res, 

Meanwhile, the IDF moved to 
defuse tension with the local Shi ite 
Population. Tat-Aluf Shlomo fliya. 
OC Lebanon liaison unit. told Shi‘ite 
Notables the [DF would permit the 
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movement of people and goods by 
sea between Tyre and Beirut. 

A number of local Shi'ite leaders 
have recently applied to the LDF to 
make the movement of people and 
goods north of the Awali easier, and 
the IDF wants to show that Shi'ites 
who cooperate with the authorities 
will be rewarded by easing of restric- 
dons. 

In Jezzine. the main Christian 
town in the south, a requiem mass 
was held for some of those killed. 
“He who seeks Israel's help is asking 
the wolf to protect the sheep” Beirut 
Radio quoted Father Mubarak 
Aoun as saving. 

The service was seen as an unpre- 
cedented sign of Christian-Moslem 
solidarity; Israel has hitherto re- 
garded southern Christians as allies. 

Sources in the south said three 
people were killed. 2] wounded and 
135 seized when some 800 Israeli 
troops and security men entered the 
villages. 

Israel says it killed two people, 
wounded seven and detained 30 sus- 
pected terrorists. 

On Friday, there were three 
attacks on IDF and SLA patrols and 
positions with one resulting civilian 
casualty. A Border Police patrol 
south of the Zaharani River came 
under light arms fire, and the fire 
was returned. A local villager was 
wounded and taken to hospital. Also 
an SLA roadblock near Jezzine 
came under light arms fire, but there 
were no casualties, and an RPG was 
fired at an SLA position in Tyre, but 
there were no casualties.

Tel Aviv strike ends as 
banks offer IS2b. loan

TEL AVIV. -- The 11-day municipal 
workers" strike ended last night as 
sanitation workers began collecting 
the huge piles of garbage which had 
accumulated. 

The municipal) workers are to re- 
sume regular work today, following 
an agreement by commercial banks 
to lend the city [52 billion to pay the 
workers their November wages. 

The banks agreed to lend the 
money after the municipality in- 
formed them that it was entering into 
negotiations with the government 
over the government's demands for 
budget and staff cuts. 

Egged yesterday cleared the cen- 
tral bus station area of the vast 
quantities of garbage accumulated 
during the strike at a cost of 
1$700,000. The bus cooperative 
hired 10 trucks to move the six tons 
of garbage. 

High school teachers employed by 
the municipality are to return to 
‘their classrooms today, having been 
promised like other city employees 
that their November salaries will be 
in the banks this morning. 

It is not clear whether the city will 
agree to all the demands, which 
include severe budgetary and per- 
sonnel cuts, a freeze on all develop- 
ment projects and guarantees to re- 
pay government loans. 


Senior Interior Ministry sources 
expressed satisfaction that the strike 
was over because it will enable nego- 
tiations with the city to take place 
without pressure. 

A joint committee of the Interior 
and Finance Ministries is awaiting 
the city’s response to the demands, 

Senior ministry sources refused to 
divulge precise details of the de- 
mands made on Tel Aviv, but noted 
that when an agreement is reached 
with the city. it will be one the city 
will not be able to violate. In this 
way, government loans to the city 
will be guaranteed. ᾿ 

But Lahat’s signature on the 
financial arrangement demanded by 
the Interior and Finance Ministries is 
insufficient for its implementation. 
All the members of the municipal 
council will have to sign it before the 
government accepts it, The Jeru- 
Salem Post learned. 

This demand, intended to ensure 
that Lahat cannot violate agree- 
ments with the government as he has 
in the past, was called “humiliading™ 
by the mayor. 

The municipal workers organiza- 
tion bas announced it will oppose the 
demand to dismiss over 700 workers 
and lay-off workers hired over the 

six months.

PLO man shot dead in Rome 


ROME. - An Arab shot dead in 
Rome on Friday night was identified 
yesterday as Palestine Liberation 
Organization member Ismail Dar- 
wish, the police said. 

A PLO spokesman confirmed the 
identity of the man, who was killed 
with three pistol shots in the chest 
and head near Rome’s fashionable 
Via Veneto. 

A spokesman for the Rome office 
of the PLO said Darwish had arrived 
from Tunis, but said he did not know 
the purpose of his trip. 

The office, in a statement released 
shortly after Darwish's identification 
was confirmed, said: “This is not the 
first time that Israeli secret agents 
commit their crimes in this city.” 

Darwish died shortly after an un- 


identified gunman shot him with a 
silencer-equipped pistol on Friday 
evening. 

Initial police reports had identi- 
fied the man as Moroccan business- 
man Mohammad Abdel-Rahman 


Kamal. Police said yesterday the’ 


man's passport was false. 

Witnesses told police they saw two 
people speeding away on a motorcy- 
cle straight after the shooting. which 
occurred outside Hotel Victoria. 

A note written on an Arabic news- 
paper that Darwish was carrying 
indicated he had an appointment at 
the hotel. Police said he himself was 
staying at another hotel. 

No attempt was made to rob him 
of $2,000 and a gold watch and chain 
he was carrying. (Reuter, AP} 


Kremlin No. 2 in Britain 
Gorbachev: Soviets ready 
to curb any type of arms 


LONDON (AP). - Mikhail Gor- 
bachev, widely believed to be second 
man in the Soviet hierarchy, arrived 
‘in London yesterday declaring readi- 
ness to “eventually ban” all types of 
armaments and never to “start any 
new round in the arms race.” 
Gorbachev, here for a week, will 
have juncheon talks with Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher today. 
He said he hoped his visit would 
contribute “to the betterment of the 
international situation.” ἢ 
British officials have said they 
hope to glean during Gorbachev's 
trip some idea of the Soviet position 
in advance of the January 7-8 Gene- 
va talks between U.S. Secretary of 


State George Shultz and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko. 
The talks may set up a new phase in 
nuclear arms talks following the 
Soviet walkout from missile talks 
late last year. 

Gorbachev. urbane and smiling, 
spoke briefly to about 100 newsmen 
at Heathrow Airport, closely 
guarded by police. 

His remarks, made in Russian, 
and a separate press statement in 
English, appeared to set an upbeat 
tone for the visit of the eight-man 
Soviet parliamentary delegation, 
plus about 20 aides.

Index rose 19.5 per cent in November 
Dec. inflation likely to 
fall below 10°%—Moda’i

Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda’i expects inflation τὸ fall ta 
single figures for the month of 
December for the first time since 
September 1983. 


This prediction follows Friday's 
Central Bureau of Statistics 
announcement of a 19.5 per cent 
inflation rate for November. While 
this was higher than the 15 to IS per 
cent forecast by the Treasury, the 
Treasury took comfort from the fact 
that prices at the end of the month 
were only 2.5 to 3 per cent higher 
than the month's average. Half of 
November's inflation was. in fact. 
caused by price increases in October 
before the current price freeze took 
effect. 

The 19.5 per cent figure means 
wage earners will receive a JU.4 per 
cent cost of living compensation pay- 
ment with their December salaries. 
This payment, together with the un- 
usually Jow figure for price rises at 
the end of the month. hus left the 
CBS with a 4 per cent inflation rate 


fo curry over from November to 
December. 

In the past vear. this “spillover” 
figure has invariably been in the 
order of [0 per cent and has been one 
factor preventing 2 reduction in the 
inflation rate. 

It is November's small spillover 
figure that has raised Treasury ex- 
pectutions of single figure inflation 
for December. 

Should prices rise by less then ΠῚ 
per cent. workers will not receive 
any cost of living compensation with 
January salaries, since such com- 
pensation is paid only when inflation 
taps 12 percent. 

The Treasury is apparently plin- 
Ning to take advantage of this situa- 
tion by ng the prices af basic 
commodities at the end of Decem- 
ber. since workers only receive com- 
Pensation for such increases with 
February's wages. pavable early in 
March, 

Last month’s ioflation brought the 
Consumer Price Index to 1).367.4 
on a 1980-100) baseline, Retuil 
prices, meanwhile. have increased 
by 425.3 per cent since Junuary. 


The low inflation rate fur the end 
of the month shows that the package 
deal is slowing down price increases. 
all parties to the accord said on

The real test, he said, 
will be whether the second package 
deal will bring inflation down to a

month. 
« The second stage of the accord will 
not be the same as the first, he said, 
because it must solve the problem of 
subsidies, which are now bringing a 
stream of money into the economy 
and potentially fuelling inflation. 
The second stage must also take into 
account devaluation since the deal 
began, he said. 

Informal discussions are being 
beld within the government, be said, 


ore he hopes ain talks with the 
other partners to the re deal 
(the Histadrut and he pina the 
will begin in a few days,’ to be 
followed by by formal talks. The second 
package deal should be finalized by 
the beginning of January, he said. 
“At least until the summer, our 
economy will be controlled in some 
way and will not be totally free. We 
are trying to solve four problems at 


once, which is a first in Israeli econo-- 


mic policy. We are trying to bring 
down inflation while at the same 
time improving our foreign currency 
situation... gradually bringing about 
economic growth and stabilizing the 
economy. 

Dollarization, he said, is not the 
medicine the economy needs. Mak- 
ing the dollar legal tender here 
would destroy Israeli sovereignty 
and is entirely unacceptable, 
Ya‘acobi declared. 

Asked about U.S. dissatisfaction 
with the pace of Israel’s economic 
programme, he said the Americans 
are less sensitive to socia) implica- 
tions and see the situation more 
theoretically. He also advised them 
to do something about their own 
$210 billion budget deficit, saying he 
has as much right to give them that 
friendly advice as they have to advise 
us — despite their financial aid to us.

Reserves ‘slightly less

TEL AVIV. — Deputy Chief of 
General Staff Aluf (Major-General) 
David Ivri says there has only been a 
slight reduction in the willingness of 
citizens to report for reserve duty 
because of the Lebanon situation. * 

In an interview published in the 
English language /DF Journal, Ivri 
said: “This is a natural and under- 
standable phenomenon and is not 
necessarily related to the political/ 
military situation regarding Leba- 
pon per se but rather to work over- 
joad, the accumulation of extensive 
periods of reserve service over a 
given time. I admit it is Jifficult for 
people to carry such a burden for a 
slong period of time.” he added. 

There has been a “slight increase” 
in the number of volunteers for elite 
ground, sea and air combat units. he 
said,

Greens man denies being ‘an anti-Zionist’ 


BONN. -- Ulrich Tilgner, the man 
who drafted the Green Party's Mid- 
dle East strategy document, says he 
has “nothing against u Zionist peace 
movement.”

BRUSSELS (AP). — The Nato allies

‘Jihad Islami again Accused: 


threatens Italy 


BEIRUT (AP). — An anonymous 
caller claiming to represent the sha- 
dowy Jihad Islami (islamic Holy 
War) group has warned Italy to 
telease eight men arrested in con- 
nection with an alleged plot to blow 
up the U.S. Embassy in Rome or 
face the consequences. a Beirut 
newspaper said yesterday. 

The independent An-Nahar news- 
paper said the caller, who identified 
himself by the code name Abu Jihad, 
said that “The Jihad Islami organiza- 
tion warns the Italian government 
for the last time that it should release 
the eight detainees it is holding.” 


The caller added: “If this warning, 
is not heeded, Italy can say ‘good- 
bye" to its embassy ia Beirut.” 


The Italian police arrested seven 
men last month after uncovering an 
apparent plot to blow up America’s 
embassy in Rome. The arrests came 
after an eighth man, Hussein Atat 
Hani, had been arrested at a Zurich 
airport. The men, most of Lebanese 
origin, were said by the police to be 
Jihad Islami members.

Assistant U.S. attorney Bruce 
Merritt, at a hearing involving the 
case of Richard Miller, the first FBI 
agent charged with espionage, dis- 
closed the contention by Svetlana 
Ogorodnikov and called it “a wild 
story.” 

Ogorodnikov's attorney, Brad 
Brian. toid U.S. District Judge 
David Kenyon during the hearing 
that another claim by the Soviet 
woman, that she was an officer in the 
Soviet intelligence service, the 
KGB. was apparently a fabrication. 

“There is some evidence my client 
has severe problems -- psychiatric

EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE, 
California (AP).

Belize PM fails in

The conservative United Demo- 
cratic Party won 2] seats to seven for 
Price’s party in the parliamentary 
election and will name a new prime 
minister. 


Although it has lost municipal 
elections. this is the first time Price's 
party has been defeated in national 
elections since Britain first permit- 
ted them in the 1950s. 


Negligence blamed for Bhopal gas tragedy 


BHOPAL. - Police yesterday 
blamed negligence and a lack of 
safety equipment for the gas disaster 
here as preparations were completed 
to neutralize the lethal chemical 
which killed 2,500 people. 

With only hours remaining before 
the start today of “Operation Faith” 
to turn methyl isocyanate inte pesti- 
Sides, some residents still trekked to 
bus and rail stations to get far away 
from the Union Carbide factory re- 
sponsible for the December 3 gas 
leak. 

Official sources estimated 250.000 
people. including thousands yester- 
day. have joined a panic exodus 
which started Jast Wednesday when 
it was announced the factory would 
reopen. 

By nightfall yesterday people 
planning to stay in the city were 
indoors with buckets of water and 


wet cloths ready if the deadiv, acrid 
fumes escaped again. 

The Bhopal police chief reported 
that investigators had established 
that negligence and the absence of 
safety equipment were the reasons 
behind the fatal leak. 

Hindu. Moslem and Christian 
places of worship were packed 
yesterday as residents said prayers 
for the success of the neutralization 
operation. 

Madyha Pradesh State Chief 
Minister Arjun Singh asked other 
Indians to pray for the city and said 
the plan to rid the town of its “deadly 
menace” was named “Operation 
Faith.” because pravers would save 
Bhopal’s residents.

Bolivian elections 
to be held 


a year early 


LA PAZ. Bolivia (AP). -- Congress 
passed legislation Friday night 
allowing for national elections next 
June, a year ahead of schedule, aud 
Vice-President Jaime Paz Zamora 
resigned immediately to run for the 
presidency. 

“A new stage in the country’s 
political life bas been opened to 
which ail Bolivians must give their 
best efforts and hope.” Paz Zarnora 
said in a statement announcing bis 
resignation and the new elections. 

He said the elections will allow 
Bolivians “to renovate their faith in 
the democratic process and help 
build a new national majority that 
wil] strengthen the democratic pro- 
cess and instalt a government with 
the necessary popular support.” 

But Bolivians are cynical. Their 
country is the most unstable in the 
hemisphere. perhaps in the world—it 
has gone through close to 190 revolu- 
tions since independence in 1825. 
The present left-leaning govern- 
ment, which was popularly elected in 
1982 for what should have been a 
four-year term, replaced a right- 
wing military dictatorship.

Turkish PM renews call 
for dialogue with Greece — 


ANKARA (AP). - Premier Turgut 
Ozal said yesterday that Turkey will 
continue to seck a dialogue with 
Greece to resolve their disputes, 
although he noted that the Greek 
government had not met such over- 
tures this year. 

When he came to power a year 
ago, Ozal proposed that Turkey and 
Greece shelve their long-standing 
disputes for a while and concentrate 
instead on economic cooperation 
and improved trade relations to im- 
prove the atmosphere. 

Qzal said he still did not give up 
hope that “the Greek premier will 
one day shake his hand of friendship 
we have been extending with all 
sincerity.” 

Asked whether Turkey would

General Assembly calls for 
eradication of apartheid 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). -- The 
UN General Assembly last Thurs- 
day night adopted a resolution call- 
ing for “total eradication” of South 
Africa's policy of apartheid. or racial 
separation, after deletion of critical 
references to U.S. policy toward that 
country. 

The vote was 123-15 with 15 ab- 
stentions. 

It came after the U.S. delegation 
took advantage of a procedural man- 
euver by [ran and turned it against 
the Iranians and the other sponsors 
of the condemnatory resolution by 
requiring separate votes on each 
controversial paragraph of the re- 
solution. 

The original resolution would 
have condemned “the United States 
administration policy of constructive 
engagement with South Africa.” It 


would have ulso appealed to all other 
states to pressure Washington and 
“others concemed to desist from 
their present policies of cotlabora- 
tion with the apartheid regime and to 
cooperate in international action for 
the elimination of apartheid.” 


Inits final form. critical references 
to the U.S. were deleted. 


The policy of the administration of 
U.S. President Ronald Reagan 
Stresses low-keyed diplomatic 
approaches to South A frica’s white- 
minority government ty effect re- 
forms in its racial policies - rather 
than loud denunciation and punitive 
measures. Black African and other 
Reagan administration critics main- 
tain the policy only encourages 
South Africa in policies to suppress 
the country’s 27-million blacks. 


Popular support reported 
for coup in Mauritania 


DAKAR (Reuter). -- At leasi“pur 
prominent military men have been 
arrested in Mauritania along with 
ousted President Mohammed 
Khouna Ould Haidalla since . last 
Wednesday's coup, according to 
travellers from the northwest Afri- 
can country. 

They said the change of leadership 
appeared to have been welcomed by 
Mauritania’s 1.5 million people and 
the impoverished mainly desert state 
was completely calm. 

Radio Nouakcott reported that 
“scores of thousands” of people 
marched to the presidential palace 
last Friday night in a show of support 
for the takeover by armed forces 
chief of staff Lieutenant-Colonel 
Mohammed Maaouya Ould 
Sid'ahmed Taya. 


‘The travellers. arriving in neigh- 
bouring Senegal. said they saw 
Haidalla detained when he flew back 
from a Franco-African summit in 
Burundi last Thursday. At least four 
military men close to him were under 
arrest at an army barracks.

The four have disappeared from 
the reshaped military Committee for 
National Salvation (CMSN). which 
has ruled since the military first 
seized power in 1978.

Here are a few ideas for gifts to 
mike for younger children that are 
cheap and easy, may keep your kids 
busy for a few hours and can be 
throwa away after use. You prob- 
ably have most of the things needed 

το for the following games you prob- 
ably have at home or can get for free 
in your neighbourhood. 

Post Office: Collect used en- 
vyelopes. postcards, old address 
fahels and stickers. the edges fram 
local postage stamps. airmail and 
express stickers and other post office 
“equipment.”

Puzzles: The best picture to cut 
int a puzzle is a Jarge photograph of 
vour child. The next best is ἃ col- 
oured picture from a magazine (i 
simple, recognizable object or a 
family scene) glued on thin card- 
board and cut into puzzle shapes. 
The number of pieces depends on 
the age and ability of the child. 

Other puzzles can be made from a 


map of Israel, available from the 
tourist offices. Back it on cardboard 
und cut it into squares and triangles 
or into interlocking puzzle-like 
shapes.

Collector’s Albums: If you've col- 
lected coloured magazine pictures 
that are of interest to your children, 
like cars, toys. dolls, animals, babies 
(especially if you are expecting one). 
and you have a few brochures and 
pamphlets, then you have ail the 
making for an album. Present your 
child with this collection of pictures. 
plus scissors, glue and the booklet to 


stick them into, right on top of the 
text and pictures of the booklet. 
Birthday cards and picture posteards 
can be used in the same way. 

Junior Tool Box: In a showbox put 
some small. safe. extra tools of 
yours. Include a ruler. tape measure.

Beginning Needlepoint: Cut a 
square or rectangle from a plastic net 
shopping bag or a length of plastic 
window screening.

Draw a simple design or some 
lines on the material. Provide a 
large. dull embroidery needie and 8 
few lengths of coloured varn to make 
a bookmark. 

For even younger children who 
also want to sew. prepare some card- 
board sheets or even computer cards 
with holes punched at even intervals.

Libai. herself un attomey. has kept a 
low public profile and has concen- 
trated on her legal practice.

She intro- 
duced the first course on women at 
Tel Aviv University 10 years ago and 
Presently teaches one on the legal 
status of women. 

Outgoing adviser Simha is return- 
ing to her law practice.

Nairobi conference marking the end 
eM the LIN Decade of Women ~ 30) 
women from 100 international orga- 
nizations were present.” Herzog 
told ‘ber audience, explaining 
that the conference will include

as weil as the open forum of mem- 
bers of non-governmental orguniza- 
tions (NGOs). 

“The groups in Vienna included 
the Women’s International Demo- 
cratic Federation. the Women’s in- 
temational League for Peace and 
Freedom, Women for Peace and 
others made up of black, Arab and 
Third World women for whom the 
words ‘peace’ and “freedom have a 
certain meaning.” 

These women, said Herzog who 
represented the International Coun- 
cil of Women (ICW) in Vienna.

tions. In the workshops there, “the

ery context, whether the subject was 
women in crisis situations, sexual 
violence or women's special health 


needs. It was clear that politics 
dominated the thoughts of many of 
the women in Vienna, not a real 
concern for women’s welfare.” 

Tn one case, Herzog related, “a 
woman from Zambia made some 
anti-Zionist comments and later 
admitted that she had ‘copied’ what 
others had said." Delegates of Egyp- 
tian organizations, however, did not 
make remarks critical of Israel. 

After attending the pre-Nairobi 
canference. Herzog anticipates the 
“politicization” of both the UN and 
‘NGO forums next summer. Over 
half the women in Vienna, she esti- 
mated. were sympathetic to or 
otherwise in communication with 
women of the Communist bloc 
countries, 

“I think that things could be much 
worse in Nairobi for Israel than the 


conferences held as part of the De- 
cade of Women.” said Herzog. “UN 
forums (as in these cases) often serve 


‘were’ duriig the 1975 and'1980) UN” 


as a framework in which the PLO 
can pass anti-Israel resolutions. The 
problem usually is that the Com- 
munist countries band together with 
Palestinians and Africans against 
Israel.” 

Meanwhile, the Foreign Ministry 
has not yet concluded its selection of 
this country’s delegates to Nairobi. 

“We need delegates who will be 
knowledgeable and well briefed.” 
Prof. Golan said in her speech. “I 
don't think they should whitewash 
the situation (of the Palestinians). 
but they should be able to put things 
in the proper perspective or else they 
will lose their credibility.” 

The role of Israel's delegates, she 
emphasized. “is political vis-a-vis 
the Communist bloc (not including 
Rumania or Yugoslavia). They must

Golan explained that the Soviets 
will try to achieve two goals at the 
End of the Decade of Women con- 
ference: to “get in good” with the 
Third World, and to promote their 
own anti-West interests.

inherently anti-West movements 
with the hope of drawing leftists 
even further left. The Soviets pro- 
vide aid of all kinds. though they 
cannot compete with U.S. financial 
support. Instead, they tend to pro- 
vide political aid and propaganda -- 
sending funds for printing presses, 
for example. 
related knowhow and personnel to 
the Third World.” 

The Soviet publicity effort will be

ference. Golan added, and the well- 
known two-sided “formula” will be 
evident there: It will be Israel and 
the U.S. versus the Soviet Union und 
the Palestinians. 

“The people who do the informa- 
tional work for the Soviet Union are 
professional political propagandists 
who work basically out of two 
bureaucratic organizations - the 
Communist Party and the KGB. 

“The Party's agitation and prop- 
aganda department teaches its work- 
ers how to deal with the masses. how 
to instill ideology in them. Its inter- 
national relations division deals 
more with people outside. including 
the international organizations 
which will be represented in Nairo- 
bi.” 

In the USSR, Golan continued,

alacrity. and while awaiting his arriv- 
al-thought over the various possibili- 
ties which might explain his sudden 
breathing upset. 

“Difficulty in breathing™ and “un- 
uble to breathe” mean different 
things ta different people, and accu- 
rate medical definitions would not 
necessarily tally with descriptions 
given by those actually having or 
witnessing some form of breathing 
disorder. Someone who isn’t breath- 
ing at all, for whatever reason. will 
rapidly turn blue and lose conscious- 
ness. and may also convulse. Then. 
unless breathing is restored naturally 
or artificially within a few minutes. 
death will ensue. : 

That is why checking for breathing 
is ulways stressed as the first step in 
tcuching programmes for CPR 
(Cardio-pulmonary resuscitation}. a 
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life-saving first-aid procedure which 
may have to be applied immediately 
in a variety of serious medical 
emergencies including severe heart 
attacks. drowning and electric 
shock. Thankfully. Anat’s matter- 
of-fact tone seemed to exclude Ilan 
from this category of patients. 

Other medical conditions may 
cause difficult or laboured respira- 
tion in which the sufferer truly ex- 
periences discomfort. This may 
occur at rest. or after minimal exer- 
cise. However, it is almost always 
made worse with increasing exer- 
tion. (The feeling is similar to that 
which normal people experience 
transiently during, or for a short time 
after, some unusually taxing physical 
effort.) 

This type of breathing difficulty 
may develop with varying rapidity, 
and be of varying severity depending 
on the underlying cause. It is com- 
monly associated with certain forms 
of acute or more chronic heart dis- 
ease, and chest diseases including 


asthma and some infections. Treat- 
ment consists of immediate steps to 
relieve the breathing difficulty, and 
longer term therapeutic measures 
aimed at the underlying disease pro- 
cess. 

As far as I knew [lan had no 
reason to belong to this group either. 
but there was always the possibility 
of a first asthma attack or a sudden 
infection. 

This left a third and probably the 
most common group of patients 
with breathing upsets. Here the pa- 
tient is reported by a witness as 
having “difficulty breathing” or as 
being “unable to breathe.” On ex- 
amination the breathing may be 
more rapid than usual and is almost 
certainly always noisier than usual. It 
is this which often leads to a mis- 
taken impression that the effort of 
breathing is also difficult. However, 
such individuals often have little. if 
any. real respiratory distress. The 
distress is generally greater among 
the onlookers, often anxious pa- 
rents, since the patient is frequently 
an infant or young child. 

Asa family doctor I'm most often 


faced with this situation in children 
with upper respiratory tract infec- 
tions when the nose is completely 
blocked. The resulting mouth- 
breathing has to take place through 
the increased amounts of saliva and 
mucous which accumulate at the 
back of the throat and, in consequ- 
ence, it is usually rough sounding 
and noisy. 

Examination invariably reveals 
that adequate amounts of air are still 
managing to enter and leave the 
fungs. 1 thought that Ilan might well 
belong to this group of patients but it 
is always dangerous to make such an 
assumption. especially late at night 
over a telephone. That was why I 
agreed to see him without delay. 

Soon there was a knock on my 
door and [Jan was bundied inside in a 
blanket. Even before I got round to 
examining him the diagnosis was 
clear. Man did in fact belong to the 
“noisy breathing group but was a 
special case. Special because the 
noise involved was not simply due to 
mouth breathing but was of a charac- 
teristic type known medically as stri- 
dor. As its name suggests this is ἃ

strident noise. and it is produced ut 
the back of the throat and in the 
larynx (voice-box) during breathing 
if there is any interference there with 
the free flow of air in and out of the 
lungs. 

In children of Ian's age stridor 
most commonly results from the 
swelling at the back of the throat and 
in the larynx which occurs during the 
course of certain specific types of 
respiratory infections. (In the past 
such conditions were lumped 
together and collectively called 
“croup.”) 

All young children with stridor 
need to be sent te haspital 
without delay because just occa- 
sionally the spasm and inflammation 
already present may increase to such 
an extent as to black off the whole 
windpipe. Since this may occur sud- 
denly and without warning. it is 
better that it happen in hospital, with 
all the attendant treatment facilities 
to hand. if at all.

only) treatment consisted of close 
observation by the medical and nurs- 
ing staff in case of any sudden de- 
terioration in his condition. Over the 
course of a few bours his stridor 
subsided sutisfactorily and his 
breathing pattern returned τὼ nor- 
mal. 

Some cases of stridor may be tre- 
ated in a humidity tent and may alsa 
Teceive steroid and/or antibiotic 
drugs, but each case has to be judged 
individually. Certainly drugs are no 
substitute for close and frequent 
observation while stridor is still pre- 
sent. After a further trouble-free 24 
hours Ifan was released buck into my 
care and when I saw him a dav later 
he was none the worse for his short 
stay in hospital. 

Tlan was the first patient with 
stridor in the practice for almost two 
years. Since I see between [0 and 2) 
children each week with upper re- 
spiratory infections of varving types 
und at various stages. the inevitable 
conclusion is clearly that stridor, 
although a potentially life- 
threatening complication, is rare 
among these common conditions. 

On the other hand, our practice 
trainee. who not Jong ago completed 
| part of his family medi- 
cine specialization residency prog- 
ramme with six months in the chil- 
dren’s department. tells me that it 
was not uncommon for more than a 
third of the beds there ta be occupied 
at any one time by youngsters who 
had been admitted on account of 
stridor, 

When I heard this 1 felt it 
appropriate to remind him that as a 
family doctor in the making he 
should realize that the patients he 
decides τὸ send off to hospital ure. in 
many ways. the easier cases he will 
have to deal with.

THREE 
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Still in the dark 
THE 19.5 PER CENT rise in the consumer price index for 
November has not surprised anybody. Simple arithmetic 
demanded that, prices having risen in October by 24.3 percent, 
at least half of that increase would be carried over to the 
average rate of inflation in November. The additional 7-8 per 
cent that may have represented accelerated price increases in 
the second half of October, as well as officially authorized and 
unauthorized price increases at the beginning of November, is 
relatively modest in comparison with the inflation fever that 


,- taged until the package deal was concluded. 


The question that confronts policy-makers now is not what 
rate of inflation inherited from October was reflected in 
November's average price rise. but what is to be expected for 
December. There is every indication that the public responded 
almost instantaneously, and in the right direction, to the 
changed circumstances under the package deal. 

A primary result of that deal has been a sharp erosion in the . 
real wages preceding it, which will be graduaily restored only if 
Prices remain stable. This has pulled down demand to the point 
where retailers have quickly gone on sales campaigns. cutting 
their prices on a wide range of products below the officially 
authorized levels. At the same time. there has been no sign of 
an attempt by the public to prop up its customary consumption 
standards by diverting savings to current consumption. The 
rush into foreign currency has been reversed; shekel deposits 
have increased sharply, and the authorities seem to have been 
successful in recycling huge amounts from saving schemes that 
have fallen due. In short, the public seems to be saving more in 
the face of uncertainty and in response to relative stability, 
however temporary. 

Moreover, there is no sign that the record amounts of cash 
that the government has had to inject into the economy — a 
predictable result of shrinking revenues, in anticipation of 
recession, combined with thé paralysis of the tax sytem — have 
generated inflationary pressures on the demand side. 

On the contrary, if the first six weeks of the package deal 
have created new pressures on the price level, with the danger 
of an eruption once the deal expires, they have all been on the 
cast side. There are three causes for this: the government's 
insistence on continuing to devalue the currency while freezing 
the shekel prices of imports, its keeping interest rates far above 
the level justified by a price freeze, and, third, the continued 
rise in nominal wages — albeit at half the rate of inflation before 
the package deal. 

At the midpoint of the package deal. it is now clear that in the 
face of these cost pushes, the current relative stability could 
have been maintained only by the “advance” on price increases 
that producers took, or were given, when the package deal was 
concluded. 

Official circles keep on telling the public officially -- and 
unofficially, through inspired leaks— that there will be a second 
round of the package deal, and that it will be different from the 
first. But this difference remains a secret hidden in the plethora 
of working papers, position papers, policy proposals, bright 
ideas and nostrums that are being shuffled across the desks in 
the Treasury, the Bank of Israel, the Economics Ministry's 
Planning Authority and other high places. 

. If the package deal has demonstrated anything, it is that the 
public responds rationally to changed circumstances and that it 
changed its expectations almost overnight. Just as it responded 
with stabilizing behaviour to a stabilizing policy measure, 
however inconsistent and temporary. so it is likely to respond 
with a destabilizing attitude to a new upward push to inflation — 
which seems to be what the Treasury is most eager to do in any 
Package Deal II. 

Whatever the solution on which the government, with or 
without the consent of the Histadrut and private employers, 
finally settles, it cannot and should not repeat the last-minute 
makeshift agreement that was hammered out six weeks ago. Six 
weeks into the present agreement has been time enough to tie 
up the loose ends that dangled from the edges of the first 
package deai. 

The second round is overdue. The public is entitled to a 
definition of the rules of the game. not for six weeks or four. but 
fora year or two. if not longer. No amount of airy talk about an 
imminent renewal of growth. about mobilizing the help of Jews 
abroad, of French technology, U.S. emergency aid and Israeli 
brainpower will be of any use as long as economic policy treads 
water. Nor will undefined threats of hard times to come. 

The first 100 days of the national unity government are over. 
The time limit for presenting the public with a coherent 
economic programme has long gone by. Unless a clearly 

defined policy is formulated and presented within a matter of 
days. not weeks, the end of the present package deal may well 
signal a replay of the inflation fever and the rush into foreign 
currency that preceded it.

BETTER TO BE LATE 
_ THAN THE LATE 


INFORMATION about Soviet Jew- 
ry reaches the world outside the 
USSR from two sources. The first is 
the official one: the so called “offi- 
cial Jews,” who include Gen. Dra- 
gunsky, the editor of ἐεγαπιπιανα 
Gazeta. A. Chakovsky and the like. 
Most of them. now organized for the 
sake of convenience, into the Anti- 
Zionist Committee, are very active 
in explaining to the West the situa- 
tion of Soviet Jews. Aliya activists. 
those trying to emigrate and those 
who have already arrived in Israel or 
the West, constitute the second 
source of information. 

faformation coming from the first 
source speaks about the complete 
equality enjoyed by Jews in the 
USSR; about the absence of anti- 
Semitism; about the loyalty felt by 
Soviet Jews to their socialist home- 
land... Such information is not just 
rejected outside the USSR: it is 
not perceived at all. 

Even though we tend not to take 
seriously any information on Soviet 
Jewry that comes from official 
sources, we are apt. on the other 
hand, to accept without reserve all 
information coming from aliya activ- 
ists, those fighting for national reviv- 
al, and Soviet Jews who have come 
to Israel or the West. Again, at first 
glance, this information seems abso- 
lutely true, and at some stage it is 
confirmed by concrete facts. 

The point is, though, that this 
information is true and valid only 
insofar as it relates to that part of 
Soviet Jewry which has been fighting 
for emigration. for a revival of 
national life and national culture. It 
applies especially to the vanguard of 
the aliva activists and refuseniks 
from whom this information is most 
often received outside the USSR. 

However. the most important 
characteristic of Soviet Jewry is the 
deep abyss that separates its three 
main groups: the active assimilation- 
ists, the main mass of Soviet Jewry 
and, at the other end of the spec- 
mum, the fighters for national reviv- 
al and emigration. These three 
groups are practically isolated from 
one another, and there is no interac- 
tion between them. . 

Tt would seem only natural for an 
active assimilationist to do ail be 
could to avoid contacts with his 
brethren, no matter what category 
they belong to. However, the abyss 
is no less deep between the aliya 
activists and refuseniks, on one 
hand, and the main mass of Soviet 
Jewry, on the other. 

The activists and the refuseniks 
five by norms and standards that, to a 
significant degree, have nothing to 
do with the norms and standards of 
Soviet society. Their homes are de- 
corated with Israeli and Jewish sym- 
bols. they live by the Jewish calen- 
dar, and celebrate Jewish and Israeli 
holidays, but not Soviet holidays. 
Many of them speak Hebrew and 
even have Israeli citizenship. Their 
homes are. in fact, small Israeli en- 
claves in the vicinity of Moscow, 
Leningrad, Kiev and other towns. 


AN ORDINARY Soviet Jew. one 
representative of the main mass of 
Soviet Jewry, is far removed from all 
this. Moreover, he simply cannot 
afford to maintain contacts with any 
activist refuseniks for fear of KGB 
repression. It is not surprising. 
therefore. that except for rare excep- 
tions, new people appear in the 
homes of refuseniks only after they 
themselves have decided to -emi- 
grate. The activists-refuseniks are 
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Choices facing Soviet Jews

well aware of the fact that for a loyal 
citizen. contacts with them could be 
fraught with serious trouble. 
Refuseniks are extremely careful. 
even in their contacts with close 
relatives who do not wish to emi- 
grate. If such relatives do not exist, 
then activist-refuseniks cut them- 
selves off completely from the main 
bedy of Soviet Jewry and confine 
themselves in their own narrow cir- 
cle. They are even proud of this, 
stressing that while staying in the

While doing so, however, they 
easily generalize, applying to the 
whole of Soviet Jewry both the rep- 
ression and restrictions to which they

What 
then 1s the real picture of what ‘iis 
happening in the USSR? 


SINCE 1977 the Soviet regime has 
ened oman ἃ systematic and 
planned effort to destroy everything, 
that is called ““dissent™'in the West 
and “anti-Soviet activities” in the 
USSR. National. religious and hu- 
man rights movements were sup- 
pressed. Practically all the active 
dissidents. including the once “un- 
touchable™ academician ‘Andrei 
Sakharov. gradually found them- 
selves in prison, camp or in exile. 
The Jewish. movement, however, 
suffered fess than the other move- 
ments. Moreover, emigration grew 
Νὰ reaching its highest point in 


against the background of rhetoric 
calling for ‘‘saving Soviet Jewry.” It 
is. πὸ doubt, much easier to prophe- 
sy about forthcoming deportation, 
and it is much easier to call for the 
liberation of millions than to provide 
concrete and effective help to Ler- 
ner, Kosharovsky. Slepak. Brailovs- 
ky and the thousands of others. 


LET US, however, go back to the 
typical representative of the Jewish 


masses, 2 law-abiding. loyal citizen . 


living in accordance with the norms 
and standards of Soviet reality. The 
situation these people are in differs © 
considerably from that of those who 
are trying to emigrate, and it is. of 
course, very different from that of 
the activist refusenik. — 

In their way of life ordinary Soviet

In their world, of course, someone 
is always being arrested. Homes are 
searched. and people are called in 
for questioning. Somebody is always 
being threatened, somebody is con- 
stantly being harassed. And all of 
them are subjected to torture by 
time — the denial of the right to 
emigrate for an undefined period. 
Some of them do not live to see their 
relatives and friends again. Itis natu- 
ral that they cannot escape the feel- 
ing that clouds have gathered above 
their heads, that a pogrom may come 
tomorrow or the day after. Such 
feelings are typical of all the activ- 
ists. When they leave, they take this 
feeling of a pogrom being imminent 
with them. 

An emotional, and sometimes 
nearly hysterical, perception of the 
situation does not, however, ade- 
quately reflect the events taking 
place in the USSR. The now preva- 
lent view of a sharp intensification io 
Soviet anti-Semitism, of a nearly 
pre-pogrom sityation in the USSR is 
a characteristic example of their in- 
correct evaluation of the situation. 

- It seems that there -are enough 
grounds to support such an evalua- 
tion: ‘the arrests, the searches, the 


paign, just as 
all kinds of πρό πα lampoons are 
being published in thousands of 
copies. But let us set aside the ques- 
tion of whether there is anything new 
in these phenomena and ‘whether 
they present more of a threat today 
than they did in 1970, 1973 or 1977. 
The really important question is 
whether they do indeed reflect a 
sharp intensification of anti- 
Semitism in the USSR. According 
to its proper definition, ‘‘anti- 
Semitism™ means a selective 
persecution of Jews as such, when 


How can this be explained? The 
Soviet authorities were well aware of 
the difference between the Jewish 
movement for emigration and the 
other national movements or the 
human rights movement.. They 
thought it best to allow the vast 
majority of those who had already 
applied for emigration to leave, 
while treating those who remained in 
the USSR according to the new 
policy fine. 

By 1982 the wave of repression 
reached the Jewish activists, who 
became yet another victim of the 
change in the internal situation in the 
USSR. At the same time, it is ex- 
tremely important to take into 
account the fact that the Soviet au- 
thorities did not actually stop the 
mechanism of emigration. The 
Ovir offices still accept applica- 
tions to emigrate to Israel, etc. 

The brunt of the. repression is 
directed against the active struggle 
for emigration, but not’ against 
emigration as such. The Soviet au- 
thorities obviously want to have the 


emigration process under their com-_. j 


plete control, but there are no signs 
whatsoever to indicate that they in- 
tend to put an end to the possibility 
of leaving the country. The present 
decline in emigration séiiis, rather; 
a tactical move of the Soviet author- 
ites in their games with: the U.S. 
administration. ᾿ 

This of course, does not much 
affect those already in prison or a 
camp or those who have been wait- 
ing for an exit visa for years. It is here 
that there is a concrete and most 
important job to be done — the task 
of helping those subjected to repres- 
sion and persecution and those who 
have been fighting for ten years and’ 
more for their right: to leave the 
country. 

There are many direct and indirect 
ways of helping these people or, at 
least, of easing their fate, but this 
task of primary importance gets lost 
and sounds small and insignificant, 


* Jews do not at all differ from regular 


Soviet citizens. They are concerned 
with the problems of everyday life; 
they are not connected in any way 
with the world outside the USSR. 
They do not meet with foreigners. 
and they also do not have anything to 
do with KGB. They also see anti- 
Semitism in a different light. 

For the vast majority of Soviet 
Jews, anti-Semitism is a routine 
occurrence; itis a norm of life, These 
people were born and grew up with 
the realization that they are Jews and 
therefore not everything in life is” 
accessible to them.

On the other hand, he sees the 
difficult life of emigrants, his erst- 
while friends and acquaintances who 
have scattered all around the world, 
seeking a place under the sun: 
Today ‘the Soviet Jew is passive, he is 


‘waiting and going with the stream. 


As far as his preferences are con- 
cerned, the experience of both re- 
cent and distant past teHs him that it 
would be best for him to remain whats: 
he is, a Russian Jew, 

Perhaps he would like to see, as 
best for him, the democratization of 
Soviet society, the end of anti- 
Semitism as an expression of state 
Policy, the improvement of the eco- 
-omic situation and, as a result of all 
this, the restoration of Jewish life in 
the USSR, at least to some extent. 

The tragedy of Soviet Jewry lies, 
however. in the fact that it is not in 
control of its own fate. Its fate is 
being decided behind its back.
